CITAWA - Intit Neepingit, a radio station operated by Eskimos on Baffin Island, 
has been ordered off the air by the federal transport department. .- Re a gt 


Bud Orange (L-Northwest Territories) tried to find out why ifthe Commons 
Wednsday. But his questions on the Arctic broadcasting outlet 2,000 miles north of 
Montreal were ruled out of order by Speaker Lucien Lamoureux. 


Outside of the Commons, Orange said the outlet is one of several pirate stations 
Operating in the Canadian North without a licence. They apparently are tolerated as 
long as they do not interfere with communications systems or with broadcasting signals 


from other countries, 


Inuit Neepingit, or, in English, the Voice of the Eskimos, still continues to 
broadcast dise jockey shows and news items, such as the coming of doctors and dentists 
so that hunters in the camps can bring their families into the settlement of Pond 
Inlet for treatment. 


Orange, administrator of the Mackenzie district of the Northwest Territories 
until elected to the Commons in 1965 said efforts of Raker Lake Eskimos to launch a 
station in the Keewatin area are a’ gocd example of how red tape is strangling Eskimo 
initiative and forcing communities to operate pirate stations. 


He said the community association there wanted to establish a station as a cent= 
ennial project and went about it "in the proper way." They started in dune, 1966. 
Dispite a mass of correspondence, they still have no station. 


From Bradeasting and IRCA comes the following information: 


KUAM, Agana, Guam, has asked the FCC to waive rules and grant the station 250 kW since 
the 50 kw power limitation for AM "has no relationship to conditions existing in the 
remote area of Guam." The station on 610 has 1 lkw-and a permit for 10 kw. In its 

Sept ember 8 filing, KUAM.noted that Guam is:-the most developed island in the U.S. 
Trust Territory area, which covers more than:2000 islands and over 3. million square 
miles. The only other regular radio services ir-the area are six 1-kw government 
operated stations. Some service is provided, however, via longrange skywave from the 
Philippines, Japan, China, Australia, and USSR, but this is erratic. Approval of the 
250 kw request, KUAM added, will provide the first and only clear-channel type service 
in the trust territory. Cost of the project is estimated at more than $350,000. 30
